Buying Household Appliances m 

Are you in the market for a new ec 
household appliance? If you have p r 
done a bit of looking you’ll know - 
that (there are countless brands and 
models available in any type of 
appliance. Impulse buying is a poor 
decision (although with so many 
choices,that’s what you’ll probably 
feel like doing). Instead try to 
make an educated decision. 

First, read about the various 
features available in the appliance 
you are buying. Studies have been 
done on most household applian¬ 
ces and are written up in the Con¬ 
sumer Reports. These reports are 
available on the newsstand or you 
can borrow them from my office. 
Make a list of the features you 
feel are important and those you 
won’t use. For example, a self- 
cleaning oven is a valuable asset 
to a working wife but may be a 
costly luxury for someone who is 
working at home. Or it may be silly 
to spend $50.00 on an ice cube 
maker (which takes up half your 
freezer space) if you rarely enter¬ 
tain. 

Then from several reputable 
dealers acquire information on the 
models, the regular and special 
features available, prices, materi¬ 
als, size, shape and performance. 
Then go home and think it over. 
Before you shop, measure available 
space where equipment is to be 
placed and the door and stairway 
through which it must be moved.

There is a great advantage in deal¬ 
ing locally with a firm with a rep¬ 
utation for good service as nothing 
can be more frustrating than hav¬ 
ing an appliance out of commission 
and having to wait weeks for ser¬ 
vice and parts. 

When you have your appliance 
installed, read the directions for 
it’s use and maintenance carefully 
before using the appliance. Ap¬ 
parently a large portion of service 
calls are as a result of someone 
not following instructions. As 
machines become more sophisticat¬ 
ed this well become more of a 
problem.

More Arrogance With Public Money 

The remarks of Maxwell Henderson, parliament’s financial watchdog, 
who with his decimated staff has questioned “whether the federal government 
spent tax money for purposes that parliament intended?” 

The auditor general, who is only responsible to parliament and not any 
cabinet minister, has publicly expressed a “weakening of parliamentary con- 
■ trol over public expenditures.” 

Canadians will remember shortly after Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau 
took office, the auditor general’s statements about public monies and the 
questionable use which drew the ire of the prime minister. Unsuccessfully, 

. Mr. Trudeau agitated for the auditor general’s head. Mr. Henderson, who is 
! one of three men at Ottawa responsible only to the elected representatives, 

. stood his ground and told the Canadian public their dollars were not being 
expended as designated by parliament. 

jtgSti In Mr. Henderson’s latest report, he points out the defence department’s 
budget was being spent for services to the government, which appears to be 
beyond the scope of the defence department’s jurisdiction as stated in parlia¬ 
mentary appropriations. 

He defends his statements by showing the trips of the prime minister 
to Japan and southeast Asia in May 1970; to Sardinia in August 1970 along 
with trips to eastern Quebec; and his Singapore trip of 1971 were by Defence 
Department armed service flights. The only financial recuperation from these 
unproductive trips was from the working press of $29,000 and $32,000 who 
paid their way on the far east journeys. 

Brushing aside criticism from political opponents, civil servants of the 
defence department allowed one million dollars of their budget for cleaning 
up oil pollution in Chedabucto Bay after the sinking of the ship “Arrow.” 

And to put the icing on the cake, the auditor general said millions of 
dollars were given to the CBC and other crown corporations and government 
agencies which they had no right to spend until the end of the fiscal year. 

And what the Canadian public do not know is that other millions, which 
were due to be paid, had to be held over until a new fiscal year, because there 
were insufficient appropriations. 

Mr. Henderson who has complained bitterly over the Trudeau adminis¬ 
tration downgrading the senior men of his department, told parliament of the 
following questionable procedures of the present administration. 

* $70 million in the 1970-71 appropriations would have lapsed on March 
31 but the money was given to various agencies to spend in the new fiscal year. 

* Another $18 million was run up in bills due before the end of the year 
which could not be paid and the government's creditors had to wait until the 
new fiscal year commenced. 

* He criticized wasteful expenditures for ships, aircraft and payment of 
money to mail carriage contractors during the postal strike when there was 
no mail to be carried and finally the government has not acted on 41 previous 
recommendations made by the public accounts committee. 

The Canadian public works hard to pay all types of taxes, and if re¬ 
mittances are late, pay penalties. Due to the above procedure, in some cases, 
creditors were months late in getting their bills collected. 

The Canadian public, aware of the various Ottawa news leaks, must 
wonder what Mr. Stanfield and Mrs. Lewis and their colleagues were doing 
by not bringing out these flagrant acts of parliamentary violations. 

For many years the government at Ottawa has been one of dignity, high 
calibre politicians, made policies and adhered to the ground rules. Since the 
Trudeau administration took office every parliamentary dignity has been 
thrown out, public monies have been questionably spent, government costs and 
payrolls have soared; unemployment and inflation are maximum. 

Yet not once during the past three and a half years have the opposition 
parties taken the Liberals to task for these matters exposed by the auditor 
general. 

It is most amazing to realize year after year the continual apathy of op¬ 
position parties and Canadian citizens. The day of integrity and honesty is be¬ 
coming badly tarnished in Canadian politics, both on federal and provincial 
levels. 

Canadians must realize the time is at hand when politicians must be¬ 
come the servants of the people and not the masters. Too long Canada has been 
governed by weak-kneed politicians who have a knack of spending public 
monies on social programs to enhance their images with their constituents. To¬ 
day we have no politicians who will stand up and be counted to safeguard the 
public purse. 

It is to be hoped the remarks made in parliament by Mr. Henderson 
will spark the opposition parties to question the Liberal members, Whose exis¬ 
tence in the near future will be on the line to a very disgruntled Canadian 
electorate.

' Coal Prices 
Going Up 

The Japanese steel industry has 
agreed to increased prices for cok¬ 
ing coal from two Canadian pro¬ 
ducer .according to reports from 
Tokyo. 

The boosts are to compensate for 
increased costs as allowed by the 
contracts. 

McIntyre Coal Ltd., a subsidiary 
of McIntyre Porcupine Mines Lltd., 
of Toronto, gets an increase of 
55 cents per long ton to $18.72, ef- 
feotvie April 1 this year. 

The Tokyo reports say that of the 
increase 42 cents for wage increas¬ 
es nine cents for tax boosts and the 
remainder for material costs. 

McIntyre has a contract to ship 
two million tons of coal per year 
to the Japanese. A tentative agree¬ 
ment for a further shipment from 
it Smoky River, Alba., property of 
and additional three million tons 
per year has been postponed. 

Coleman Collieries lid. of Cole¬ 
man, Alta., has been granted a 
25-cent-per-fon increase on its 
incremental coal shipments of 
500,000 tons annually, bringing the 
price to $19.91. This additional 
contract was signed in August, 1970. 

Coleman’s basic contract is for 
a million tons per year. The price 
of this coal is now $15.05, having 
reverted from $16.05, an interim in 
crease granted by the Japanese. 

Coleman Collieries is owned by 
Northern and Central Gas Carp. 
Ltd. 

Kaiser Resources Ltd. has open¬ 
ed preliminary negotiations on 
prices for its coal to replace an in¬ 
terim contract which expires June 
30 for coal at $18:65 per ton. 

All these coal shipments are 
made through the port of Vancou¬ 
ver.

Negotiations between the Alberta 
Teachers’ Association and trustees 
representing the eighteen boards of 
the South Alberta School Authori¬ 
ties broke down Friday, May 26.

“In light of the very strong finan¬ 
cial position of the South Alberta 
School Authorities Association, I 
am very disappointed that the 
boards have failed to make a sig¬ 
nificant offer.” (The eighteen 
boards showed a combined surplus 
of more than one hundred eighty 
thousand dollars last year, and an 
accumulated surplus of over five 
and one half million dollars). 

The trustees balked at making 
any significant moves on salaries, 
administrative salaries, dr fringe 
benefits. Also in dispute are the 
length of agreement, security of 
evaluation of teachers’ education, 
payment for partial years of uni¬ 
versity education, and allowances 
for sabbatical leave. SASAA has 
made out an application for a con¬ 
ciliation officer to assist in this 
bargaining unit. The first meeting 
between the bargaining agent, the 
negotiating subcommittee of the 
ATA and SASSA was on June 1, 2. 

The Crowsnest Consolidated High 
School held an all school track 
meet June 7. Several interesting 
events were a 10 speed bike race, 
with teacher Frank Oapron com¬ 
peting against senior boys. Track 
events were the 50 yard dash, 100 
yard dash, 880 yard dash and two 
relays 440 and the 880. 

Field events were the shot put, 
discuss, javelin, long jump, and 
standing broad jump.

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START YOUR VEGETABLE 
_GARDEN ON PAPER 

A vegetable gar¬ 
den need not 
take up a great 
deal of space, 
but in order for 
it to produce a 
sufficient yield 
_it must be care¬ 
fully planned, efficiently planted 
and properly tended. Begin the 
planning now by seeking a plot 
that will allow for a plot measur¬ 
ing 25 feet by 20 feet, which is 
plenty of space for up to 15 separ¬ 
ate crops in large enough quanti¬ 
ties for a family of five. 

The soil in the area you select 
need not be especially fertile or 
friable, because you can always 
improve it considerably on these 
counts, bull good drainage is vital. 
And be sure nolt to select a spot 
where roots from greedy feeders 
like maples, poplars and willows 
may capture the lion’s share of 
nutrients meant for your vegetab¬ 
le. 

Using a sheet of graph paper, 
mark off a rectangle scaled to 20 
by 25 or so feet. Plan on running 
rows parallel to the 25 foot sides. 
This will save you time in measur¬ 
ing and making longer, but fewer- 
fuiTows. Decide exactly which veg¬ 
etables you want to grow. Your 
choice will have much to do with 
the overall planting organization 
which in turn wiL' avoid wasting 
space. 

The planting plan shown here ut¬ 
ilizes many of the more popular 
and easily-grown craps. You can 
always grow fewer different vege¬ 
tables and plant any one in greater 
abundance than is suggested by 
this plan. Just remember that a 
slight surplus can always serve as 
gifts to visitors or neighbors but 
that a super-abundance will only 
lead to waste. 

Your scaled plan should be mar¬ 
ked first with rows for crops that 
will take up the most space at 
maturity though dwarf peas re¬ 
quire only 18 inches between rows, 
you will have to allow them Vk 
feet if each row is to be occupied 
by squash or cucumbers which 
have rampant, spreading vines. 
Similarly spinach rows in late 
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spring will eventually need Vk feet 
of elbow room. Empty “middles” 
between early crops can always 
be filled with rapid and tidy grow¬ 
ers like radishes and scallions 
which will be long gone by the 
time the space they use is needed 
later in the season. 

The technique of following one 
vegetable with another in the same 
row is known as succession crop¬ 
ping whereas two separate veget¬ 
ables grown simultaneously in the 
same row represent companion 
cropping. Both methods prevent 
wasting space and therefore en¬ 
courage the heaviest yields pos¬ 
sible. Just be sure as you organize 
your garden on paper to write in 
the space required between each 
crop. 

Once this is done all you’ll have 
to do at planting is refer to your 
plan rather than to instructions on 
each seed packet. Tne latter tech¬ 
nique can lead to much frustration 
if you overlook one packet and 
then discover you haven’t left any 
room for its contents. 

Many of the new vegetables de¬ 
velopments offer superior fruit, 
disease resistance and restrained 
growth habits, but they’re often in 
short supply during the first few 
years after their introduction. 

While waiting for your order to 
arrive, if you haven’t got 'them yet, 
invest in enough ehickenwire and 
rot-resistant wood Stakes to close 
off your garden to rabbits and 
Jjher wildlife. Stakes can be pound¬ 
ed with a sledgehammer as soon 
as soil thaws sufficiently, and wire 
can be fastened to them with heavy 
staples. A fence 2 feet high will 
thwart rabbits but dogs will have 
to be discouraged by a higher bar¬ 
rier. Leave an enlryway wide 
enough for a rotary tiller and a 
wheelbarrow. This opening can be 
closed with a section of chicken- 
wire held in place with four 
lengths of cord. 

Peat moss should be purchased 
now and left outdoors to “cure” 
before use. Bales wrapped with 
burlap will weather without any i 
effort required on your part, blit | 
plastic covers should be opened at 1 
the top to allow rain to enter and | 
punctured on the bottom for drain- j 
age of surplus moisture.
